thia troffic is increasing atthe rate of nearly 
one-third every year, that ‘will give you 
some idea of its- enormous importance to 
commeroo. ‘MM. do “Lestsps, who designed 
the suheme, and carried it through against 
great opposition, deserves all praise’ for his 
Immense perseverance, ‘Much of the op- 
position cume from England, and we have 
been’ “well abused ‘in Franca for the 
“ peifiehness” of thia’ policy, It- appears 
very. dolfish ow,’ and. very ‘short-stghted 
too, seeing that England is the country 
which has‘ chiefly benefited by it. Butif 
we look back ‘twenty years we shall see 


|abuadant reasons for Lord Palmerston’s 
opposition, At that time France was 'con- 


sidered the first military Vowor in Europe. 
She was vory’ jealous’ of our greatiiess in 
the Fast, acd very desirous of founding a 
rival influence there. The temper of her 
people and, of her Géversment were such 
that war was never. véry improbable 
event; and Lord Palmerston felt that in 
case: of war, a Fronoh fleet, starting from 
Marséilles might seize Egypt, and got 
through the Oanal to Indias, long before 
we, starting from the Channel, could 
prevent, them. Bosides, it’ was supposed 
that-during the oinstruction of such a 
great work in Egypt, that country would 
fall wholly under Frénoh 11 fluonce, which 
was not desirable ; for at that time France 
was trying in eyery way to undermine our 
foflucnce, and we were obliged to ‘be 
alwaya on our guard, Perhaps you havo 
heard of the {sland’'of Perim.. This is a 
little barren rock at:the entrance to the 
Red Sea, and the French wera always 
saying. that as wo held Aden they would 
take Perim and. fortify it so as to command 
the entrance. Well, the story goes that a- 
French man-of-war. put into Adon one day, 
and the Governor of Aden asked the French 
captain to dine with him, After dinner 
they beoame bonfidential, and the Governor 


_ {asked the Oaptain whero he was going. 


The Captain answered myatoriously that he 
was going on some Government service to 
the entrance of the Red Sea, The Go- 
vernor, who was 2 sharp'map, guessed his 
errand, and being also a man of aotion, 
oullod his Aide-de-Camp, and whispered a few 
words to him. The Aide-de-Oamp left the 
room and they changed the subject, and 
next morning the frouchman sailed to take 
posses ion of Perlm. But when he got 
near’ he Lpisalg there were people on 
the island, and on looking through hia 
telescope, he saw to bie horror a party of 
asilors, directed by the Aide-de Camp, who 
had just hoisted the British flag! All this 
rivalry is over for the present, But no 
one supposed. after the Crimean War, and 
the defeat of Austria in ltaly by the 
French, four yeara after, that the military 
power of France was so soon utterly to 
collapse, and her influence,- then the 
greatest in Europo, to become, for a time, 
There 
was then @ fair ground for vur opposition 
to the Canal acheme, but we need: not 
grudge the Fronch this triumph, of which 
they were not.a little proud. And it is 
not the less a tritmph beoause the ides is 
not quite a new one, 

There is no doubt there was a Canal in 
the days of the Pharoahs, though it did not 
tan from sea to sea, but was led from the 
Red Sea into the eastern branch of the 
Nile, Well, after long years of delay, it 
was decided to make the Canal, and a 
“ company” was formed of private persons 
each subscribing so much, in the hope of 
profi, .while a considerable share ‘was 
undertaken by the Khedive, or Ruler of 
Egypt ; and it was his share in the concern 
that we purchased the other day, and which 
you heard everybody talking about, and 
that happened in thia way. ‘The Khedive, 
who has had a European education, is very 
anxious to introduce European * civilisa- 
tion" into his country. But instead ‘of 
trying to improve the condition of the 
lower classes, who are horribly ground 
down, he began by pulling down the 
picturesque o'd streets of Cairo, and build- 
ing boulevards, and introducing English 
equipages, and French cafés and Italia 
operas, Which is like trying to makea 
pyramid stand with its point downwards, 

ow, if anybody ouglit:to koow how a 
pyramid should stand, it is a ruler of 
Egypt. Bat iastead of this, he has wasted 
enormous sums of money, and got deeply 
into debt, and at last he was about to sell 
his share of tho O.nal to some mney: 
Jonders in Paris. But people who have 
thought over the matter havo long felt that 
the Canal was of far too great importance 
4a. vl the world to be allowed to remain 
the property of private individuals, Our 
Government, thoref. re, took theopportunity 
of stepping in, and buying this share of it, 
so.as to give us s voice in its future 
management, fut, our object wag not 
selfish one, fox we siotiid gladly make 
arrangements for its becoming the property, 
tor poaceftt] purposes, of the whole world. 
And the step wo have taken makes an 
arrangement of this kind: much more casy 
to carry out, It seemed a simple stop to’ 
take, but it was one which required devi 
sion and, above all, a willingness to faye 
responsibility, which is ucheppily a far less 
common quality than it used to be, and 
‘ought to be, among our public men, But 
it was also, in-variotts ways,a wise dtep to 
take, for it showed all the world-that we 
wero determined, whatever happened, to 
kesp the road to Indla free, This road 
now Hes torogt Eypt,. but-in thne of war 
Ido not know that the Canal would be of 
wuoh use unless wo could seige both ends 
of 44 before the war began, for it would bs 
easy to block it up by sinking « big ship-or 
or two in it. But, of course, lo time of 
war, valeds se cotild hold. Hgypt and also 
command the patssge te Beypt beth fom 
Bngland and from Indis; we should be cut 
off from India altogether, and tho con- 
o-quenozn of this would be too seflous syen 
to think about.

VISITORS MISDEMEANOURS, 
{Saturday Review.) ; 
¢Koshioneble houses are like miniature 
‘courts, Tho guests are divided into olasses. 
First come the visitors proper,—-the kings 
and queens of socisty, who are invited to 
havo magnificonce ‘paraded before. them, 
which, excelling their own, shall humble 
their pride, ‘Thon come the courtiers, who 
are merely good-looking and well-bred ladies 
and gentlemen in waiting. Then como the 
bards, which include those who are invited 
on account of their talents, musical or other, 
and the tellers of good stories, Thon come 
the fools and clowns (the funny men of 50- 
ciety), and finally the tame cats and pet 
dogs, specimens of which are to be found 
among the 7isitors ot most large. country 
houses,’ It is best to ascertain, on arriving

This may seem a hard saying ; but, although 
there may be exceptions, painful experionce 
proves its truth, ‘Lhe extreme triviality ot 
the most highly: indivtuble of visitors 
offences ia very striking, The merest whim 
or fancy will make a host set a black mark 
against the name of a guest as unfit for 
further invitations.. The custom is. well 
known in London of hiring fruit for dinner 
parties, all that is not eaten (usually. nearly 
the whole of it) being returned to the graen- 
grocer, Some little time ago, at a certain din- 
ner party, some gigantic pears were displayed, 
which were neither expected nor intended 
to be eaten, However, the next mornin, 
the lady of the house informed her husband 
of the lamentable fact that one of these 
pears, for which a most extravagant price 
would be charged, had been te “Who 
eut that large pear?” inquired the master, 
“ Mr, So-and-8o,”’ replied: his wife. 
that he is never invited to-dine here again,” 
was the hospitable rejoinder. And yet the 
cost of that wretched pear, high as it doubt-
